**A Daughter of Bohemia.°? 


This is the title of one of the most 
intensely interesting society novels I 
have ever read. It is a book of very 
decided power, and shows that the 
author is steadily advancing in her 
career as a writer of fiction. There 
are of and 
the whole ction the work- 
manship of an artist of great talents 
afid of the finest taste. It is the best 
novel I have ever read from a South- 
ern pen, and North Carolina may 
well be proud of her distinguished 
and very highly gifted daughter. The 
characters are few but admirably in- 
dividualized; the story is really of 
absorbing interest ; the style is clear, 
animated, finished, elegant; the tone 
pure and enobling; the descriptions 
minute, elaborate and often beautiful, 
and the conversations remarkabl 
fresh, entertaining and brilliant. It 
is well done throughout, and should 
take rank with the best love-stories 
ef the times. Miss Fisher has no 
crotchets to ventilate, no theories to 
advance, no mysterious problems to 
unfold. She sits down to tell to the 
entranced reader astory of Southern 
life, and with the skill of a practiced 
and charming narrator she unravels 
the threads of her plot with a grace 
a facility anda power worthy of all 
admiration, Whilst the tone of all 
her works is noble and pleasing, and 
over them is thrown a bright and 
genial glow of goodness and human- 
ity, in ‘‘A Daughter of Bohemia”’ 
there is added a grandeur of dramat- 
ic interest that renders itspecially en- 
thrilling and praisworthy. In the 
beginning of the story we have pre- 
monitions ofthe storm that is to burst 
at last in fury and madness, and to 
bring desolation and despair to more 
than one heart, and death to our un- 
happy victim.

A GHASTLY PAGEANT.—The hor- 
rible custom of making a show of the 
dead reached its climax in a recent oc- 
currence at Saratogo. In this case, 
strange to say, it was done at the re- 
quest of the deceased, who left,explic- 
it direetions for the arrangements. 
The deceased was a lady, and had 
formerly been in business as a mili- 
nerin New York. The top of the 
casket being off, disclosed the whole 
length figure of the corpse. She was 
clad in a full dress of rich black silk 
velvet, delicately gloved, held arich 
lace handkerchief, and on the other 
side, which was bare, glistened the 
diamonds of her engagement ring. 
held in place upon her fingers, 
as for many years in life, by 
the lain, gold wedding ring 
Wreaths and crosses of tea roses and 
other flowers—rare, beautiful and 
fragrant—were artistically disposed 
in great profusion. The casket was 
borne in the hands of six stout, hand- 
somely-dressed colored men, all wear- 
ing white gloves. Atthe grave the 
casket was placed in a box also 
encased with zine, and both hermeti- 
cally sealed. Directions for all these 
arrangements and formalities had 
been deliberately given by the de- 
ceased, who had all instructions re- 
garding the funeral and the burial 
earefully and_ deliberately writ- 
ten out before her death. The velvet 
of which her dress was composed, and 
the same with which the casket was 
choered, she purchased herself for 
just this purpose several years ago, 
and kept it sacredly laid aside for 
such use only. 


BURNING OF HAXALL’sS MILLS.— 
About 15 minutes to 9 o’clock on 
Tuesday night, in Richmond, Va., 
the fire alarm was sounded.

The Damage Resulting from the 
Flood in the Mississippi. 
From a’private letter received yes- 
terday from a gentleman at Walnut 
Bend, on the Arkansas side of the 
Mississippi river, under date of the 
17th inst., we gather the following 
facts coneerning the damage occa- 


sioned by the heavy freshet in the 
Mississippi : 

“This country, or the Mississippi 
valley, is at present most bountifully 
supplied with water. We have been 
overflowed for six weeks, the water 
reaching within a few inches of the 
highest water mark. It declined 
about two feet, but is again rising 
rapidly and will reach its 
highest mark. The damage done 
from here to New Orleans has 
been immense, and the outlook 
for acrop of cotton is anything but 
flattering as there is no prospect now 
that the water will go down in time 
to plant eotten. The levees have 
broken in so many pi:uces that all the 
bottom jand from here to the Gulf 
has been overflowed, The condition 
of a great many people is really dis- 
tressing. It is said there is not an 
acre of dry land within ten miles of

Resulting in Growiug More Cotton 

—The Blindness of the Farmers to 

Their Trae Interests—A Peep at 

the Radical Elementin Raleigh. 

Messrs. Editors :—I! like to read let- 
ters in the newspapers, giving facts 
and incidents denoting the progress 
and welfare of different localities in 
the State, and thinking thai others 
of your readers may haye a similar 
taste. I have concluded to give you 
an occasional communication from 
the eastern section, hoping that oth- 
ers man reciprocate from other see- 
tioas. 

The people in Eastern North Car- 
olina are suffering a severe attack of 
financial cramp colic just now. They 
were just reeovering from the effects 
of the same disease broughton by an 
overdose of guano, followed by a 
short:crop of cotton in 1867, when 
the low price of cotton and the ‘*pan- 
ic’? last season brought on a relapse, 
and now their condition is worse than 
it was in 1867-’8. I have never seen 


lifte—corn, meat, forage, &¢., among 
farmers before, nor the utter scarcity 
of the means of procuring them. 
The country merchants who have 
been in the habit, to use a local 
phrase, of “running” the farmers, 
are now unable to do it, because they 
have not the n-eans of obtaining the 
supplies from the North. Many 


| farmers,§ especially the small ones, 


Lie years Opera- 
tions Without supplies enough to 
carry them through May, and with- 
out having made any provision for 
any further help, and how they are 
to get through is a mystery that only 
time can solve Some few have 
made arrangements for limited sup- 
plies to take them through, the oth- 
ers will have to “ trust to luck.”’ 

In passing through the country one 
will hear the opinion universally ex- 
pressed that there will be less cotton 
and more breadstuffs raised this year 
than heretofore, but I have found no 
individual farmer but whatis making 
preparation to put in asmuch or more 
cotton than he did last year. And 
further, though the supplies of meat 
and bread are hard, nay almost im- 
possible to obtain, the facilities for 
procuring fertilizers is, perhaps, grea- 
ter than ever before, and while every 
body declares the opinion that there 
will be very little fertilizers used this 
season, the indications are that there 
will be more used this year than was 
last. The farmers seein to have got- 
ten into the habit of buying fertili- 
zersand den’t know. how to break off. 

To change the subject, what is the 
political out-look for the Summer 
campaign? We, that is, the Demo- 
crats, are weil pleased with the nom- 
nation of Mr. Pool for Superinten- 
dent of Public Instruction, and in- 
tend to do our level best for his suc- 
cess. Purnell, you know, isa Hali- 
fax man originally, but many even of 
his own relatives will support his op- 
ponent.
